PREPAREDNESS 

While war clouds loom in the Orient and Europe, West 
em Canada is girding on its armor to fight an entirely 
different type of battle. This is a war against the grass¬ 
hopper plague which is a possibility of the next few 
months. 

Preparedness has been the watchword over the West, 
and although the outbreak may be much less serious than 
anticipated, owing to spring conditions, everything possible 
is being done by governments and municipalities to mini¬ 
mize the damage. 

Manitoba is threatened more seriously possibly, than 
the other provinces. It is estimated that about 1,000,000 
acres are threatened and the cost of battle may approxi¬ 
mate $160,000. A bait is to be used consisting of saw¬ 
dust, bran and sodium arsenit* It is said that the intro¬ 
duction of sawdust is a Canadian discovery, which great¬ 
ly cut expense last year. To provide the bait, seventy 
mixing stations are standing by. 

Similar preparations have been made in Alberta with 
mixing stations arranged for to meet any outbreak. Even 
though no acute situatioif develops, authorities . have at 
least been forehanded. 

A visitor in the mosquito ravaged area of Manitoba last 
summer, described the arrival of the pests as an unforget¬ 
table incident. They came like a shining cloud from the 
skies, arriving in millions and cleaning up every vestige 
of green growth in the space of a few hours before mov¬ 
ing on. It is a picture frequently presented in pioneer 
tales of the Dakotas and Minnesota, but one new to the 
experience of most people in this country. 

The government has warfied against error on the side 
of too great anxiety. There are harmless grasshoppers 
which may appear early in the season along river banks 
or in dry coulees. No alarm need be felt even though 
these are numerous. Any hoppers "which appear before 
the middle of May and are half an inch or larger in size, 
are harmless. Hie harmful tyoe. it is stated will not ap¬ 
pear till the last ten days in May, and farmers are warn¬ 
ed to be on the alert at that time. 

There has been great advance in recent years, in pre¬ 
dicting seasonal visitations of this nature,.and the. work 
of research departments of the governments has proved 
its practical value in untold instances. 

AMERICA LEAVES GOLD 

The abandonment of the gold standard by the United 
States on April 19 has shaken the financial centres and 
dislocated world-wide trade arrangements. The value of 
the American dollar at the moment of this writing is 
fluctuating downwards on foreign money markets. Com¬ 
modity prices, more particularly agricultural products in 
the United States and Canada, are rising and there is 
somewhat of a boom in the stock market. Equally dis¬ 
turbing to the world’s financial fabric is the fact that 
President Roosevelt has asked Congress to clothe him 
with personal authority to lower the gold content of the 
American dollar, to issue new currency and to accept a 
stipulated amount of foreign payments in silver rather 
than in gold. All this took place in Washington while 
Premier Ramsay Macdonald, of Britain, and ex-Premier 
Edouard Herriot, of France, were on the high seas en 
route to Washington and Premier Bennett was packing 
his grip for the same destination. 

Considered in its wider significance the world shake-up 
caused by Roosevelt’s action seems the essential forerun¬ 
ner to the re-establishment of world prosperity. In Can¬ 
ada its effect is important. The rising value of the Brit¬ 
ish pound is having its effect in rising prices of those 
commodities which we export to Britain and Europe. This 
is demonstrating in a degree the advantages which would 
have come directly to Canada by depreciating the Cana¬ 
dian currency to a parity with the pound sterling, only it 
has been brought about by the United States action. Fur¬ 
thermore the depreciation of the American dollar in Can¬ 
ada is easing away the terrific obligations which Canadian 
governments and corporations owe to United States bond¬ 
holders. If Canada further departs from gold, which 
now seems inevitable, the benefits accruing on our Ameri¬ 
can obligations will of course be reduced. On the other 
hand, however, the depreciation of Canadian currency to 
something near parity with the pound sterling would tend 
further to increase prices on agricultural and other prim¬ 
ary products which are upon an export basis. 

One hopeful phase of the whole situation is that de¬ 
preciated currencies usually bring relief to the agricultur¬ 
al industry which suffers first and most severely in finan¬ 
cial crises and usually benefits most quickly from finan¬ 
cial re-adjustments. There is no possible chance of world 
recovery until agricultural prices rise and the fact that 
they are now rising both in Canada and the United States 
is a most hopeful sign- Rising agricultural prices will 
stimulate farm purchasing power, reduce the burden of 
farm debt and put in motion both national and interna¬ 
tional trade more quickly than any other device known.— 
Country Guide. 

A SCHOOL TRUSTEE 

It was recently brought to attention that the School Act 
could very well be amended in certain respects. Under the 
present law a school trustee need not be" a property own¬ 
er. He must be able to read and write and be 21 years 
of age. But he need not own property. 

It is not customary to elect trustees who have no stake 
in the mimicipality, but apparently it is legal to do so. 
If an entire school board were made up of men who, 
however well intentioned, did not pay taxes, there would 
naturally be much less regard for costs of operation than 
would exist amongst a ratepaying body. 

An amendment to the Act certainly seems advisable. 
This is no reflection on the capability or conscience of 
trustees who do not own property in the district which 
they serve. But it is reasonable to suppose that all things 
beipg equal, a ratepayer would keep a keener eye on ex¬ 


in these days particularly, when expenditures must be 
weighed carefully, and when the paramount thought is 
the municipality’s ability to pay, special attention must 
be given to those who are elected te serve the district 
While those who occupy rented property are no doubt 
supposed to pay their share of taxation through rent yet 
this has not the disciplinary thought provoking effect that 
results frorn^ the direct payment of taxes. 

There are, of course, the public servants, whose minds 
are ridden by penny saving, to the exclusion of efficiency, 
and general well-being. But these examples are rare, and 
the public is not slow to recognize such a fault 

Taken over the average, it would seem much safer to 
have school affairs in the hands of those who share in 
the responsibility of meeting the bills rather than in the 
hands of those with no financial responsibility. 

THINGS IMPROVING 

From time to time in the last four years, this paper, 
along with many weightier publications, gave voice to 
the prediction that times appeared to be improving, that 
we had struck bottom and were on the upgrade, that the 
depression was over and that • we had rounded the last 
comer to prosperity. All those good old phrases. Some¬ 
times we quoted some great political or financial leader 
to support the prediction. Sometimes we decided it under 
our own power, but that was probably due to a spell of 
nice weather, or a good night’s sleep, or some such super¬ 
ficial reason. Nothing very solid, but apparently quite as 
good to go by as the deep thinking of the great Because 
as it turned out, we were never right and neither were 
political leaders or financiers. ~ 

However there are a few tangible indications at pres¬ 
ent on the horizon, which are more hopeful than anything 
sighted for some years past. For one thing there is ap¬ 
parently a change of heart amongst national leaders. 
There is much talk of general tariff lowering, in an ef¬ 
fort- to revive international trade. Most hopeful of all 
has been the conference between President Roosevelt and 
Prime Minister Bennett, from which some real action may 
be expected shortly. The disposition of United States to 
admit Canadian cattle, lumber, dairy products, etc., would 
bring the sunshine to all rural Canada, and this would 
affect urban Canada directly. 

Again the coining Conference on world monetary prob¬ 
lems should bring some international understanding. This 
Conference has the advantage at least of being the latest 
of a long series of Conferences, many of which have end¬ 
ed nowhere. Some lessons should have b«en learned from 
the past, and national leaders are meeting in a more con¬ 
structive, earnest spirit than has prevailed hitherto. 

Commodity prices are rising, and though farmers are 
distrustful of placing too great security on a continuing 
rise in wheat, yet indications are that there will be re¬ 
duced world acreage. The surplus which has burdened 
Canada for so long, may disappear, and next fall may 
see a heavy demand for wheat. 

There has been a substantial rise in bacon, with a large 
British market waiting and dependent only on good qual¬ 
ity. “The Stabilization fund” has brought brighter pros¬ 
pects for other lines of primary products, and preferen¬ 
tial trade has opened the way to British markets. Timber 
stands to gain by the Rass^an-British situation, and here 
and there various elements of trade are'picking up,_ 

A restoration of business activity will gradually absorb 
many of the unemployed, which has been the saddest fea¬ 
ture of the past four years. 

'1 here are numerous tangible indications that our own 
part of the world, at any rate, is beginning to struggle 
to its feet. 

SALVAGING RAILROADS 

Canada has no monopoly of railroad problems and an 
article in a recent Atlantic Monthly, deals with the vex- 
ing question of l nited States railways and their future. 
Certain phases are true of all railways in all countries, 
and quite applicable to the Canadian situation. The wri¬ 
ter, Judge Anderson of Boston, says: 

Our rail transportation system is one spot in our dis¬ 
eased financial and economic structure, that is susceptible 
of fairly effective remedy. The latest report of the Ir» 
terstato Commerce Commission indicates however, that 
Class 1 roads will, in 1932, fall short earning interest 
charges by over $200,000. Only radical changes in man¬ 
agement, and control can save from tremendous losses the 
millions of owners of these stocks and bonds. 

We still have 697 operating railroad operating compan 
ies, many of them wildly competitive. They are still 
wasting millions in futile advertising, and in buying dup-< 
heating equipment, now in large part rusting in idle de- 
terioration. On March 1 there were 1008 railroad execu¬ 
tives with salaries ranging from $136,000 to $10,000. No 
railroad man ever lived, worth $100,000 to his company, 
and never were there more than three or "four executives 
whose abilitis ffhd services entitled them to $60,000 salary. 
These numbers of high salaried officials are more inter¬ 
ested in keeping available a large number ofe highly paid 
position than in improved and cheaper rail service, or 
rights of security holders. 

“General consolidation is the plain remedy, available 
only by national mandate. Let Congress create a Federal 
corporation, with a board of not less than seven, or more 
than eleven, with salaries equal to those of the Nnterstate 
Commission. Such a corporation, capitalized reasonably, 
would control the main streams of traffic. It would aban¬ 
don miles of unremunerative lines and result in an annual 
saving of about $300,000,000. 

“A continuation of railroad transportation is no doubt 
essential to American life as we know it, but we have 
many thousands of miles of railway that should never 
have been built. There is no one who does not contribute, 
directly or indirectly, to railway rates, so all are interest¬ 
ed in these rates and their reductions. 

“Consolidation with resulting economies would probably 
enable' the government to reduce these unfair taxes now 
Tailing with intolerable severity on the farmers. There is 
certainly no solution of our troubles in an increase in 
rates. 

“Of course there will be an attack on any govern¬ 
ment ownership plan as ‘another inefficient government 
bureaucracy’. But the last three years have shown there 
are no great men, either in banking, industry, or to a less 
degree in politics. Many of the earlier idols have proved 
to be merely predatory schemers. And government bur¬ 
eaucracies compare favorably with private management, 
added to which there is less fraud, and fewer serious er¬ 
rors in methods and policies. The government functions

How to make money out of hogs is 
a question moat progressive farmers 
are asking themselves these days. 
The evolution of the United King¬ 
dom policy for restricting imports 
from foreign countries and increasing 
production within the Empire has 
already steadied bacon prices on the 
British bacon market. The creation 
of the Agricultural Stabilisation 
Fund in Canada which included bac¬ 
on and hams in the list of agricultur¬ 
al products upon which payment in 
Canada for exports will be made on 
the basis of $4.60 to the pound will 
eliminate the uncertainty of exchange 
and increase the returns on bacon and 
hams. 

The recent rise in the price of hogs 
can be attributed in part to develop¬ 
ments following the Imperial Eco¬ 
nomic Conference, both in Canada 
and Great Britain. Exports of bacon 
from Canada are on the increase but 
exports may be doubled many times 
over before Canada reaches the limit 
of her export market provided for 
under Article 6 of the Ottawa Agree¬ 
ments. If Canada increases her hog 
production and thereby increases her 
exports of bacon and hams a new 
source of wealth will be tapped by 
the Dominion and Canadian farmers 
will be able to increase their farm 
returns from hogs. 

Success in hog raising depends 
largely upon the selection of select 
bacon-type sows which are capable of 
producing large litters which feed" 
economically and grade out as select 
bacon hogs under the hog grading 
regulations. 

Many farmers to-day have select 
quality sows and it is possible to se¬ 
lect good gilts suitable for breeding 
purposes from hogs shipped to mar¬ 
ket. At present prices farmers who 
are in the market for better sows can 
secure specially selected gilts under 
the Federal brood sow policy which 
will be bred free of charge and ship¬ 
ped to the local stations, half of the 
freight being paid by the government 

Sows purchased on order for far¬ 
mers and bred between now and June 
1st will farrow before or around Sep¬ 
tember 1st, thus making it possible 
to turn in revenue from a litter with¬ 
in twelve months of date of purchase. 
Now would appear an opportune time 
to place order for brood sows from 
$10.00 to $16.00 per head. 

PROV GOVT TAKE

HONEST VIEW ON I OUTLOOK BRIGHT 
MORTGAGE DEBTSFOR MORE U S TRADE 


Letter From Debtor Farmer Who 
Hu Had Only Fair Treatment 
From Mortgagee

A letter appeared recently in the 
Edmonton Journal, which has roused 
wide interest in the province. Unlike 
so many letters, it pays a definite 
tribute to mortgage companies, in so 
lar as the writer’s experience goes. 
It is a refreshing viewpoint and his 
lair, honest and balanced attitude, 
makes invigorating reading. The let¬ 
ter reads as follows: 

Sir—During recent weeks 1 have 
read a lot about foreclosures, which 
it seems have commenced in a whole¬ 
sale way. If this is correct, which 1 
very much doubt, then the mortgage 
companies are adopting what woulu 
oe called an inhuman policy, tnat is, 
if the borrower is playing the game. 
1 am farming in the (Jamrose district, 
which for two years prior to the de¬ 
pression, was unfortunate in produc¬ 
ing poor crops owing to climatic con¬ 
ditions. Then came the depression 
following with very low prices and 1 
would like to know why it is that we 
do not hear of these foreclosures in 
this district It is very seldom . that 
a farm is advertised at a mortgage 
sale. I happen to be one of those 
farmers who has a mortgage and 1 
cannot keep up my payments. Yet 
ray relations with my mortgage com¬ 
pany are most pleasant. I look upon 
them as a buttress, knowing that if 1 
am reasonable, they will not only 
grant liberal extensions, but will 
come to my assistance in a case of 
emergency. It would be interesting 
to know just how many tax sale fore¬ 
closures the mortgage companies 
have prevented by coming to the as¬ 
sistance of their borrowers. 

I am doing the best I can. I farm 
as economically as possible and only 
expect a very little from my crop for 
living expenses. Practically the whole 
proceeds after paying for threshing, 
twine and grist, and providing for 
seed and feed, goes to my creditors 
and the living comes from the cows, 
pigs, chickens, and garden, which any 
practical farmer knows is possible 
People in the cities in order to live 
must buy what farmers produce so 
surely a farmer can produce his own 
living (that according to my idea is 
a man’s object in going on a farm). 

So long as I am fair with my cred¬ 
itors I have nothing to fear. I have 
also read about suggestions that 
debts should be cancelled. My opin¬ 
ion is that if any finds himself head 
over heels in debt, he can make a 
voluntary arrangement with his cred¬ 
itors, that is if lie is a hard worker 
and a square shooter. This province 
was built up with the savings of 
thousands of thrifty people, many of 
whom are close relatives of us debt¬ 
ors, who entrusted their savings to 
life insurance companies and trust 
companies and these funds were in 
turn loaned to us debtors in good 
faith. ' 

This money was used for the pur¬ 
pose of paying debts, buying equip¬ 
ment, improving our farms, including 
the erection, in many cases, of beau¬ 
tiful farm homes. Are we going to 
break faith and ruin our credit for 
all time to come? Well I am not. If 
the savings of these people are con¬ 
fiscated, who is going to look after 
the widows, orphans and aged people 
who are dependent upon the regular 
monthly cheque that they receive 
from these companies in which these 
individuals I have mentioned are a 
part owner. Then what about the 
farmer who is indebted to another 
farmer. Take the farmer who loaned 
"his savings to his neighbor, sold him 
land, or supplied him with stock, 
seed and feed grain .and many other 
things and all on credit. Many of 
these creditor farmers incurred lia 
bilities in order to extend this credit 
and are, therefore, debtors in exactly 
the same position as the loan com¬ 
panies and I don’t think will under 
any circumstances repudiate their ob 
ligations. 

I do believe the great majority of 
us farmers would feel disgraced- if 
l we deliberately evaded the payment 
qt our debts. The maintaining or 
perhaps I should say the restoration 
of our credit is vital. Honest men 
are entitled to some credit and dur¬ 
ing these times, they are entitled to 
protection against harsh creditors 
who are a menace to a country but 
don’t forget the dishonest and lazy 
debtor is in exactly the same class. 
Let our laws look after the honest 
hard-working debtor, also the honest 
creditor, both of whom pay taxes and 
are the backbone of the state, and 
set up some other kind of machinery 
to look after the undesirables. By 
all means legislate, but don’t legis¬ 
late for the benefit of this undesirable 
class, which only means a hardship 
and a great injustice to a large ma¬ 
jority of our people who are in both 
the debtor and creditor class; Low 
prices are not going to stay with us 
forever. Let us encourage people to 
t>ay their debts and stand on their 


Prospect of a trade agreement be¬ 
tween Canada and U.S. which will 
ease the interchange of commodities 
seems favorable according to impres¬ 
sions at Washington. 

Following Premier Bennett’s visit 
to Washington, a joint statement as¬ 
sured the people of the two nations 
that they wili explore avenues for 
lowering tarilTs and by exchange 
stabilization speed-up the trade be¬ 
tween the Dominion and the Repub¬ 
lic. , 

u Yfe have agreed,” said the state¬ 
ment, “to begin a search for means 
to increase the exchange of commodi¬ 
ties between our two countries and 
thereby promote not- only economic 
betterment on the North American 
continent, but also the general im¬ 
provement oi world conditions.” 

While actual negotiations between 
the Dominion and the Republic can¬ 
not start until Congress acts, a great 
deal of study has already -been put 
on the possibilities for an agreement 
by trade experts on both sides. The 
opinion was expressed here the con¬ 
versations between the president anu 
the prime minister, although very 
practical, were for the most part gen¬ 
eral. They did not go into definite 
$1.00 per M, instead of the present 
$4. Lumber is a reciprocal commod¬ 
ity. Cattle do not loom as largely 
in Washington as they do on the prai 
rie and it seems very likely in light 
of the relatively small number of ex¬ 
portable cattle, and it seems fairly 
likely that The Fordney-McCumber 
tariff will be amended. Potatoes and 
dairy products are other commodities 
which will be considered and will 
mean a great deal to eastern provin¬ 
ces. 

No Particulars 

While no definite lines are laid yet 
there are certain indications of arti¬ 
cles which may be subject to lower¬ 
ing. State department oiTicidts see no 
difficulty in meeting Canada’s request 
to restore the old rate of lumber to 
commodities except to illustrate the 
broader principles tiysy were discus¬ 
sing. 

Canada Must Give 

Much depends on what Canada can 
give in return. If only the manu¬ 
facturers of U.S. were benefitted 
there might be a protest from U.S. 
farmers. 

Bulk of the advantages Canada can 
give America will lie in manufactur¬ 
ed goods. In spite of the fact that 
most of automobiles in Canada are 
produced by branch factories of Un¬ 
ited States firms, there will be some 
requests for Canada to lower her tar¬ 
iffs there. Electrical equipment is in 
the same position The chemical list 
in the Canadian tariff will probably 
prove the point where greatest con¬ 
cessions can be given to United 
States.

SEN LONG INSISTS 
CAN BANKS FAIL 


The week’s Canadian funny story 
is not a story but a letter, and it 
comes all the way from Washington; 
in fact it really comes from Louisi¬ 
ana. Like most good stories, it is so_ 
good that nobody will believe it. We 
should not believe it ourselves if we 
hadn’t seen the letter. The letter is 
from the secretary of Senator Long, 
who recently conducted a fiilibuster 
in the United States Senate against 
branch banks. An intelligent Amer¬ 
ican wrote to the Senator, who is 
probably better known to Canadians 
by his sobriquet of “Kingfish,” to tell 
him that therg had been no bank 
failures in Canada for several years, 
and that Canada had quite a lot of 
branch banks. He incidentally men¬ 
tioned what is undoubtedly the fact, 
that the practice of investing in col¬ 
lateral security loans, largely based 
on mortgages, instead of pure com¬ 
mercial paper is the chief weakness 
of the American system. 

Senator Long’s secretary wrote 
back, on beautiful Senate notepai>er, 
under date of February 22, a very 
nice letter which ended as follows: 

“I have noted your statement that 
Canada has experienced no bank fail¬ 
ures in the past two or three years. 
You probably did not see the state¬ 
ment that was revealed during the 
Senator’s filibuster which brought to 
light the fact that Canada suffered 
several hundred bank failures since 
last September.”

with less disregard of human rights 
and interests. 

“An important factor Which must 
be regarded, is the prevailing tenden¬ 
cy against rail transportation. Tariff 
walls have destroyed a large part of 
foreign trade with its resultant move 
ment. More than one-third of rail¬ 
road tonnage has been coal, but coal 
is decreasingly used, transmuted into 
power at the mine and carried by 
wire. Competitive facilities include 
oil by pipe line, also trucks and buses. 

“Existing conditions are undoubted¬ 
ly unfair to railways which are heav¬ 
ily taxed, subject to regulations and 
restrictions, owning rights of way. 
There should be sterner restriction on 
many competitive factors. But in the 
meantime the railway lines competing 
amongst themselves are in a bog of 
wastefulness and senseless rivalry. 
Only consoladation, and intelligent 
supervision can save them.” ' 

All possible precautions are being 
taken by the Dominion Entomological 
Branch to prevent the introduction of 
insect pests ancl plant diseases into 
Canada through the World’s Grain 
Exhibition and Conference to be held 
at Regina in July; also precautions 
against outbreaks of cosmopolitan 
Species of stored product insects dur¬ 
ing the period of the exhibition.

WESTERN WEATHER 
MAP FOR SPRING 

Searle Grain Co. Presents Statement 
of Probabilities for Grain 

In a recent summary compiled by 
the Searle Grain Co., the crop pros¬ 
pects are estimated on a basis of re¬ 
serve moisture. This reserve moisture 
is one of the reassuring or discourag¬ 
ing features in entering any crop 
season. From a map prepared by the 
officials and Dominion experimental 
works, this district would appear to 
be in a “very good” belt. South and 
east toward Lethbridge is recorded 
“as fair," and the best area this year 
for reserve moisture in Alberta seems 
to be the south-east comer, south of 
Brooks and east of the line from 
Barons to Cardston. The poorest 
part seems to be the north-east cor¬ 
ner north and east of Edmonton. 

Saskatchewan shows a poor area 
between Scott and Biggar, and an ex¬ 
cellent area in the districts round 
Melfort, Swift Current, Maple Creek, 
etc. A large central section of Sas¬ 
katchewan is only fair, as is a certain 
portion of the Red Deer-Edmonton 
ares. Manitoba is mostly normal. 

Moisture in Top 5 Feet 

The only moisture of importance to 
growing seed is contained in the first 
five feet of soil. This year there is 
great variation in the amount of re¬ 
serve moisture in the districts of the 
province. But over all, Alberta is 8? 
per cent of normal; Saskatchewan 93 
per cent; and Manitoba 95 per cent. 
It can be said, says the Company, 
that the percentage of moisture that 
fell during August, September, Oc¬ 
tober last year will be a fair indica¬ 
tion of probabilities iff respect of 
each particular district. 

Seldom if ever is there sufficient 
precipitation between May 1 and Aug 
ust 1 to bring an average yield, so 
reserve of subsoil moisture is desir¬ 
able at date of seeding. The neces¬ 
sary reserve is generally supplied by j 
the rain that falls between harvest 
and freeze up. 

On summerfallowed land which is 
about one third the area in wheat 
each season, the ftserve-is stored up 
during the previous year’s fallowing, 
but on stubble land which has pro¬ 
duced a crop and makes up two- 
thirds the area in wheat in the West, 
the necessary reserve can only be 
supplied generally speaking, in the 
fall months. ' 

Calculations have been made show¬ 
ing that it takes between thirty and 
sixty tons of water to produce one 
bushels of wheat.
